In doing so the commission ruled that 2c a mile should- 
be the legal passenger rate after September 1 denying the 3.6c. 
Application for a 40 per cent, freight rate increase was denied 
and a temporary increase of 33 1-3 per cent, granted contingent 
on improved service.
